“Breakdown” 


or Unenforceable Dry Act.

WASHINGTON, Feb. 10.—Declar- 
ing that there had been a com- 
plete breakdown of the prohibition 
machinery, Senator 
Wheeler, Democrat, of Montana, a 
dry, introduced a resolution in the 
Senate today asking for an investi- 
gation by the Senate Judiciary Com- 
mittee of the Federal enforcement 
service. 

Saying that he thought that the 
present situation might have been 
caused by “‘inefficiency, corruption 
in the bureau, or because the law 
cannot be enforced,”’ Senator 
Wheeler expressed the opinion that 
there was as much liquor sold today 
in Boston, New York and Philadel- 
phia and many of the smaller cities 
as before prohibition and that an in- 
vestigation to determine the causes 
of such a condition was necessary. 

Calls for Airing of All Facts. 

The resolution, which was referred 
to the Judiciary Committee, recited 
that the law has been in effect ten 
years, and that the graft and corrup- 
tion resulting from it are break- 
ing down respect for the law. It 
called attention to the refusal of the 
Law Enforcement Commission to 
hold open hearings and contended 
that it was essential, therefore, for 
the Senate to make an inquiry, so 
that the facts as to violations and 
the causes might be known, 

In conclusion it read: 

*‘Resolved, That the Judiciary Com- 
mittee of the United States Senate is 
authorized and directed 

‘1. To investigate the activities of 
the Bureau of Prohibition in the De- 
partment of the Treasury and all 
matters in any wise pertaining to 
the enforcement of the prohibition 
laws of the United States of Amer- 
ica, and 

“2. To report to the Senate, as 
soon as practicable, the results of its 
investigations, together with its rec- 
ommendations, if any, for necessary 
legislat ic 2°"

Wireless to «ne New Yore Times, 
ROME, Feb. 10.—It was officially 
announced tonight that the Pope had 
accepted the resignation tendered sev- 
eral weeks ago by Cardinal Gasparri 
as the Papal Secretary of State, in 


which position he had served for 


more than fifteen years. 
cessor is Cardinal Eugenio Pacelli. 

The Osservatore Romano 
row will publish a bulletin announc- 
ing the appointment of Cardinal Pa- 
celli as Secretary of State. 
editions of Fascist newspapers of 
Rome, however, printed a bulletin 
from Vatican City saying that the 
Pope had appointed Cardinal Pacelli. 

Secretary Talks With Pope. 

Cardinal Pacelli this morning re- 
ceived an audience with the Pope, 
the conversation lasting more than 
three hours. It is expected that Car- 
dinal Pacelli will move this week into 
the apartment reserved for the Papal 
Secretary in the Vatican Palace. 

Cardinal Gasparri, who is 77 years 
old, will not abandon Rome, but will 
take up his residence in a villa pre- 
sented to him by the Pope on the 
outskirts of the city. Cardinal Gas- 
parri retires to private life after a 
brilliant career. He has had the 
unique distinction of serving under 
two Popes as their principal adviser. 
He was appointed Secretary of State 
Oct. 13, 1914, by Benedict XV after 
the death of Cardinal Ferrati. 

On the day of his election Pope 
Pius XI reconfirmed Cardinal Gas- 
parri, who had expressed his wish to 
devote the life to 
bring to a conclusion his work on 
the codification of the canon law. 
Cardinal parri’s two great 
achievements during his long term of 
office were the Lateran treaties and 
the restoration of diplomatic rela- 
tions between France and _ the 
Vatican. 

Cardinal Pacelli, who is a 
more than 50 years old, is one of 
the youngest members of the College 
of Cardinals. He was raised to the 
purple at the consistory of last De- 
cember. 

He belongs to a family which has 
distinguished itself with itg services 
to the Church. His father, Filippo, 
was one of the most famous consis- 
torial lawyers. His brother, Fran- 
cesco, was the principal negotiator 
on behalf of the Vatican settlement 
of the Roman question and is now 
counselor for the Vatican State. 

Cardinal Pacelli entered very 
young into his Vatican diplomatic 
career, joining the sacred congrega- 
tion for extraordMnary affairs. Car- 
dinal Gasparri immediately placed 
his confidence in Cardinal Pacelli, 
whose talent he greatly admired 
His first diplomatic appointment 
abroad was to Munich, where he 
identified himself with the pacific 
policy pursued by Pope Benedict XV. 
and conveyed the peace note of Aug. 
1, 191% to the German. Kaiser. 

When the ‘German revolution oc- 
curred Cardinal Pacelli was ordered 
to leave Munich for Berne, but. he 
returned to Munich soon afterward 
and concluded a _ concordat 
Bavaria. When diplomatic relations 
were established between the Ger- 
man Republic and the Vatican he 
was sent to Berlin as the first Papal 
Nuncia there. He stayed in Berlin 
nine years, negotiated and concluded 
a concordat with Prussia and dis- 
played remarkable diplomatic gifts. 


Soviet Is One Question. 


Two matters which will engage 
Cardinal Pacelli’s attention from the 
beginning will be the Vatican policy 
toward Soviet Russia and prepara- 
tions for the Ecumenical Council. 
As regards the former, a papal let- 
ter to Cardinal Pompilj shows 
clearly that the Pope will not recog- 
nize the Soviet Government until 
religious presecution and anti- 
Christian propaganda have been 
abandoned in Russia. It is expected 
that the papal call for a world-wide 
Christian protest against the Soviet 
Government will bring important re- 
sults. 

The calling of the Ecumencal 
Council entails much preparatory 
work, which falls mainly on the Sec- 
retary of State as the principal ad- 
viser to the Pope. 

Tomorrow will mark the first anni- 
versary of the conclusion of the Lat- 
eran treaties which brought to a con- 
clusion the 58-year dispute between 
the Church and Italy. The first 
twelve months of the accord have 
been full of memorable events, and 
the relations between the Vatican 
and Italy, which after the first 
month’s enthusiasm became some- 
what strained, are now again excel- 
lent.

SHANGHAI, Feb. 10.—A five weeks’ 
strike at the Shantung Christian Uni- 
versity has ended with the right of 
the college authorities to engage and 
discharge employes conceded, after 
a walkout of employes which resulted 
in the virtual closing of the institu- 
tion, including a hospital ministering 
freely to local needs. 

A Tsinan message states that the 
Nanking Government has expressed 
its disapproval of the conduct of the 
labor union and the local authorities’ 
attitude, enabling the college foreign 
staff to adjust matters. 

Six ringleaders were dismissed and 
forty strikers permitted to return 
immediately. An additional 100 were 
paid off, as it is impossible to reopen 
all the departments until after the 
Summer vacation, and then a re- 
duced staff is likely. In the mean- 
while arrangements have been made 
to accommodate the students at other 
institutions in order to maintain the 
continuity of their studies in the 
sciences and arts.

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Berlin Tests ‘Foolproof’ Plane; 


Wireless to THE New York Times. 

BERLIN, Feb. 10.—What is 
claimed to be a ‘“‘foolproof’’ air- 
plane was demonstrated today at 
Tempelhof fiying field by the 
Focke-Wulf Airplane Works. De- 
spite his persistent efforts, the 
pilot, Joachim von Koeppen, of the 
German experimental station for 
aviation, could not tip over the 
plane or put it into a spin. When- 
ever he brought the machine into 
a steep stall, from which most 
other planes would begin a spin, 
the craft merely described a slight 
curve and easily returned to its 
original horizontal position. 

The ‘‘Habicht,’”’ as it is desig- 
nated, is a one-motor monoplane, 
which seats five passengers besides 
the pilot. It will be used in regu- 
lar passenger service at Wilhelms- 
haven. 

The constructor Focke explained 
that the secret lies in the shape of 
the wing, which has been gradually 
developed and appears now to be 
perfected. The ‘‘Habicht,"’ travel- 
ing at 100 miles an hour, will carry 
a useful load of 800 kilograms 
[1,763 pounds] for four and one- 
half hours.

The problem of Porto Rico can be 
solved, the Governor continued, only 
by two methods, one economy of ad- 
ministration, the other the employ- 
ment of constructive measures to re- 
habilitate the country and make for 
future prosperity. 

Outlining the financial situation, 
which he characterized as grave, the 
Governor said that the tax receipts 
for the first six months of the pres- 
ent fiscal year had fallen $1,318,556, 
or 25 per cent below the amount es- 
timated for the budget. The entire | 
tax receipts for the present year are | 
not expected to exceed $9,500,000, a/| 
sum $909,000 less than estimated.

“I gave Langer’s correct name,”’ 
said the lawyer, ‘‘but they used the 
hame of Carraba,”’ 

Langer, in telling of his arrest, 
said: 

“I was in the balcony and I had 
my coat on my lap, and my hat fell 
to the floor. In my effort to recover 
it my coat brushed against the leg 
of the officer. I did not touch him. 
On my way out I was menaced with 
a blackjack by the officer and I was 

| taken to the manager's office.” 

The defendant asserted that the po-

Patrolman Recalled to Stand. 


Patrolman Ward was recalled to 
the stand to explain why Langer had 
been taken to the manager’s office. 
He said that it was the custom of 
arresting officers on that assignment 
to search prisoners there to learn 
whether any stolen purses were in 
their possession. He denied that he 
had told Langer to use another name 
and, counter-charging, said that the 
prisoner had asked him to go to 
Brooklyn, where he would receive 
money to drop the charge. 

Lambadakis informed the magis- 
trate that he had known Langer for 
fifteen years. He said that he could 
produce character witnesses for his 
client. Magistrate Dreyer said that 
this. would be unnecessary, and he 
discharged Langer. 

The bondsman named by Langer 
as charging him $25 for a $500 bond, 
instead of $15, and as being a party 
to the false name, was Joseph 
Steiner of 111 East 182d Street, the 
Bronx, an agent for the Greater City 
Surety and Indemnity Corporation of 
84 William Street. He was not in 
‘court. 

United States Attorney Tuttle an- 
nounced that he would forward today 
to Mr. Crain a copy of the minutes 
of the Federal grand jury which two 
weeks ago handed up a presentment 
charging that police lieutenants and 
court attachés grafted on the issu- 
ance of bail bonds. The present- 
ment was delivered to United States 
Circuit Judge William Bondy, who 
authorized the copy for District At- 
torney Crain yesterday.

GOV. ROOSEVELT URGES | 
CIVIL SERVICE INQUIRY 


‘Should Recognize Justice of De- 
mands of Employes,’ Says 
Special Message.

ALBANY, N. Y., Feb. 10.—In a} 
special message to the Legislature | 
tonight Governor Roosevelt sug-| 
gested the creation of a _ special 
commission to investigate and study |

“If we are to have Federal regula- 
tion, why not have regulation by the 
Interstate Commerce Commission?

CITIZEN SERVICE. 


No better illustration of the value 
of organized private effort in aid of 
public service is offered than that 
of the New York City Visiting Com- 
mittee of. the State Charities Aid 
Association. In its reception yester- 
day to the new Commissioner of 
Hospitals, Dr. GREEFF, fresh expres- 
sion was made of its desire to be 
helpful in every possible way in sup- 
plementing official care by friendly 
visitation to those who are shut 
away from their accustomed scenes 
and friends of other days behind 
walls that offer what is often the 
last earthly shelter to them. 

It is no reflection upon the author- 
ities that there is need of such a dis- 
interested body of women and men 
to keep the inmates of public insti- 
tutions in touch with the heart of 
the community which they have left. 
Most of our governmental agencies 
had their origin in the organized ef- 
forts of private citizens to help their 
neighbors. After private demon- 
stration of the social value of these 
efforts they have been taken over 
by the public. But 
sympathy is an essential element it 
has been necessary for citizen ser- 
vice of this nature to supplement 
what an appropriation offers by 
way of treatment and relief. Such 
service has been welcomed in the 
past, and Dr. GREEFF yesterday gave 
it his cordial approval. For every 
one of the twenty-seven hospitals 
and homes of Greater New York 
there is a group of volunteer vis- 
itors, each being familiar with the 
needs of its particular hospital or 
home and competent to work with 
the authorities. They have, to- 
gether, offered suggestions in the 
planning of new buildings and have 
given support to the official appli- 


cation for adequate nursing service | 


and hospital supplies. They have 
supplemented salaries of teachers for 
the thousands of patients who have 
been given attractive and specially 
adapted occupations and have pro- 
vided the salary of a director for 
a convalescent workshop. They have 
been especially mindful of the aged 
and infirm and are urging the build- 
ing of a modern colony partly with 
large pavilions, small dormitories 
and private rooms, and partly with 
cottages where husbands and wives 
| can be kept together,

Pink satin hearts are no 
longer filled with the finest art of 
the confectioner, but millions of little 
celophane parcels are packed with 
mixtures of nuts and chocolate or 
cocoanut cream and sold for five 
cents each. 

According to the survey, the gen- 
eral price trend is downward. This 
statement is in line with common 
knowledge, but does not necessarily 
mean that less money is spent for 
candy, nor that the better qualities 
}are not popular. A nickel will not 
buy much from most factories, but 
it will buy an excellent piece of 
candy, made from the purest mate- 
rials, wrapped attractively, and far 
|fresher than the contents of the im- 
| posing old-fashioned boxes.

URGES HOME RULE : 
FOR PHILIPPINES 


Island Utility Head, at Hearing, 
Opposes Giving Independence 
Until After Thirty Years. 





FEARS ECONOMIC TROUBLE 





Freedom Now Might Hurt Our 
Merchant Marine and Endanger 
World Peace, Pardu Says. 





Special to The New York Times. 

WASHINGTON, Feb. 10.—Imme 
diate independence for the Philip- 
pines might retard their cultural and 
economic progress, affect adversely 
the American merchant marine in 
the Pacific, and perhaps endanger 
the peace of the world, according to 
John H. Pardee of 33 Liberty Street, 
New York, who spoke today before 
the Senate Committee on Territories 
and Insular Affairs. Mr. Pardee ap- 
peared in behalf of American inter- 
ests having railroad investments in 
the Philippines. 

Speaking in opposition to the King 
independence bill, Mr. Pardee urged 
a larger measure of autonomy for 
the islands over a period of thirty 
years, to be followed by a referen- 
dum of independence. He recome 
mended a change in the Philippine 


Government whereby the natives 
should elect their own executive. 
This, he thought, would allay the 


present dissatisfaction and gradually 
effect a change of sentiment favor- 
able to American rule. 

Mr. Pardee said he was president 
of the Manila Electric Company 
with an investment of $25,000,000, 
owning and operating the tramways 
and buses in Manila and the elec- 
tric and power facilities in Manila 
and other cities close by. He also is 
president of the Philippine Railway, 
having steam railways on the islands 
of Cebu and Panay, with an invest- 
ment of $8,000,000. The investment 
in the Manila Electric Company was 
made in 1904 at the request of Mr. 
Taft, then Secretary of War in the 
Roosevelt Cabinet. ~ 


He Fears for Filipinos, 


“The separation of the Philippines 
from the United States,” said Mr. 


Pardee, ‘‘will be a death blow to the 
welfare of the Filipinos. It means 
the cessation of free trade with the 
United States, which in turn means 
the destruction of the major indus- 
tries of the Philippines and the col- 
iapse of its economic structure. 

“The resultant situation will be un- 
employment, poverty, depreciation of 
values, upset of social institutions 
and weakening of government. Amer- 
ica has done nothing to drive the 
F ilipinos to assume such an uncalled- 
for sacrifice, and simply because 
some Filipinos say that they are will- 
in 


g to undergo such penalties is no 
reason why their guardian should 
permit it.’’

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Mr. Pardee declared that if the 
Philippines were cafled upon to set 
up an independent government they 
would be required probably to main- 
tain a navy and army for self-de- 
fense. 

“‘What need would the Philippines 
have for a navy?’’ Senator Hawes of 
Missouri asked. 

“They are entirely surrounded by 


water,’’ the witness replied. 
“Under the Kellogg pact they 
would not need a navy,’ Senator 


Johnson of California suggested. 
Agricultural Menace Denied. 


D. F. Webster of 80 Wall Street, 
New York, vice president of the Pa- 
cific Commercial Company, also ap- 
peared in opposition to the King bill. 
He testified that the native politi- 
cians were working for independence 
“because they had nothing better 
to do.”’ 

He favored ultimate independence, 
but only after a delay of at least 





nirty years. Under present condi- 
tions, he said, capital hesitates to 
seek investment in the islands, and 


would not go there at all if the Phii- 
ippines were empowered to set up a 
government of their own. 

Mr. Webster declared that the fears 
of American argiculture that Philip- 
pine products were a menace to its 
prosperity were unfounded. 

“If duties were to be imposed on 
American products entering the Phil- 
ippines at the same rates as on the 
products of foreign countries,’’ said 

Webster, ‘‘the United States 
would sell practically no wheat, 
flour, dairy products, cotton goods, 
iron and steel, all of which the Phil- 
ippines could purchase cheaper else- 
where. 

“Tf the Philippine question is to be 
considered from the point of view 
of self-interest, it is necessary to 
consider that the Filipino people are 
not alone producers but also con- 
sumers and that the loss of the 
trade advantage by the United States 
in the Philippines will mean a de- 
crease in sales of approximately $64,- 
000,000 a year.”’ 


Recalls Our Obligation. 


Mr. Webster declared that in ac- 
quiring the Philippines the United 
States assumed a trust—that of de- 
veloping the Filipino people for self- 
government. 

“That trust,’? he said, ‘‘cannot be 
executed by social and political de- 
velopment alone, for economic de- 
velopment and economic stability are 
the essential foundations of social 
and political security.”’ 

J. S. McDaniel of 350 Madison Ave- 
nue, New York, chairman of the 
Cordage Institute, said the American 
cordage industry seriously felt Philip- 
pine competition and needed protec- 
tion from it. He testified that the 
institute had no views to offer on 
the question of Philippine indepen- 
dence. It merely wished, he said, to 
present facts showing that imports 


|of Philippine fiber had increased 526 


per cent in ten years and that in 
the meantime the American cordage 
industry had declined. 

‘‘We want protection against Philip~ 
pine cordage,’’ he said. ‘‘We leave 
it to Congress to determine how that 
shall be done.”’ 

Felipe Mabilangan, a native Fili- 
pino, who is a student at Syracuse 
University, spoke in favor of inde 
pendence.

“The gang that 
consists of a highly 
dangerous characters,’’ 
rant said. ‘“‘We believe they are 
members of the ‘purple gang’ which 
has been operating in New York and 
Detroit. 

“We know 
been engaged in all of rack- 
eteering and had a contact agent 
here whorn we hope to capture soon. 

“I am certain that the kidnapping 
of Price was the first of a series 
planned here. In fact I believe that 
attempts will be made to kidnap 
other wealthy persons living in 
New Haven. JI am sounding a warn- 
ing to the police and others to be 
on guard ag: t further attempts.”’ 

The slow Mr. Price, 
who was abducted on Jan. 28 in 
front of his home, severely beaten 
and released cight days later by his 
captors when they failed to obtain 
any of the $25,000 demanded as 
ransom, is hampering the detectives 
in their work. He is 66 years oid 
and is still in the hospital. 

Mr. Durant said it would be at 
least a week before the authorities 
“would be able to obtain from Mr. 
Price a detailed story of his experi- 
ence. As soon as the physician 
makes a favorable report on the 
real estate dealer's condition he will 
be questioned 

The detectives {n searching for the 
New Haven member of the gang are 
keeping in mind the possibility that 
Mr. Price may have had business 
enemies, Relatives of the realtor 
questioned by the investigators say 
they have no knowledge of anything 
that would justify such a theory. 

As the authorities received word of 
the continued detention in New York 
of Samuel Handeland Harry Fleisch, 
alleged members of the ‘‘purple 
gang’”’ who were said to have tele- 
phoned to the Price home, it became 
known that detectives were search- 
in for Thomas Cardinal, alias 
Spike Murphy, alleged to be one of 
the leaders of the eg He is said 
to be wanted by the Detroit police 
on several cl including kid- 
napping.

Birnbaum, alias Barnum, known as 
‘The Gopher.’’ It believed that 
Birnbaum conferred with the New 
Haven member of the gang.

Esmond Insists Governor's Clemency 
Is Remedy—Jurors Reported 
Petitioning Governor. 


Special to The New York Times. 

ALBANY, Feb. 10.—Like Governor 
Roosevelt, the Legislature is begin- 
ning to take notice, following the 
sentencing to prison for life of Mrs. 
Ruth St. Clair on conviction of shop- 
lifting, of the growing agitation in 
favor of modifying the statute which 
forces a judge to impose a life sen- 
tence on a fourth offender. 

This afternoon Speaker Joseph A 
McGinnies of the Assembly expressed 
the view made public by 
Roosevelt yesterday that 
tion of the fourth offender law would 
be timely, and indicated that the Leg- 
islature might take some action in 
that 
over. 

The Crime Commission, of 
which Senator Baumes is chairman, 
however, is opposed to any modifica- 
tion for the present. Assemblyman 


Esmond of Saratoga, vice chairman 
of the commission, said today that 
he regarded any change now as un- 
wise, and pointed out that any injus- 
tice committed under this statute 
could readily be corrected through 
the exercise by the Governor of 
Executive clemency. 

It is regarded as certain that this 
method will not meet the Governor's 
views. He feels that injustice should 
be prevented by giving the judges 
who preside at trials of fourth of- 
fenders some degree of discretion in 
imposing sentence.

Assemblyman Cuvillier of New York 
City in the Assembly this evening 
tried to place the Legislature on rec- 
ord as in favor of modification in 
the following resolution: 

“Resolved, if the Senate concur, 


That it is the sense of the Legislature 
that the law sentencing a person to 
life imprisonment on conviction as

‘Resolved, The Legislature respect- | 


fully requests the Governor, if not 
incompatible with the best interests 
of the State, to commute the life 
sentence of Ruth St. Clair to such 
prison sentence as he thinks will 
satisfy the ends of justice and meet 
the demands and needs of society.’ 

Dr. Raymond F. C. Kieb, head of 
the State Department of Correction, 
said today that his department could 
take no action, pursuant to the Gov- 


ernor’s request, until Mrs. St. Clair | 


was in its custody. The woman is 
still confined in New York City, but 
will be sent to the State prison at 
Auburn and then come under the 
State's jurisdiction.

‘New inmates of State penal insti- 
tutions are under observance for 
thirty days, and during that period a 
complete examination is made of 
their mental and physical condition, 
together with a study of their social 
history,’’ Dr. Kieb explained. 

‘‘We will make - specially intensive 
study of this woman, in view of the 
widespread public interest in her 
case. Of cuurse, if found mentally 
deranged, the facts will be laid be- 
fore the Governor, who then can 
take the matter up with the commit- 
ting justice to the end that she be 
committed to some institution where 
she can receive suitable treatment, 
or the Governor will be in a position 
to exercise Executive clemency if he 
sees fit.’’

Employment in New York State 
dropped 2 per cent in January, com- 
| pared with December, and 6 per cent 
| below last November, it was an- 
nounced yesterday by State Indus 
trial Commissioner Franées Perkins. 
In making public the monthly em- 
ployment report of the State Depart- 
| ment of Labor Miss Perkins charac 
| terized the decline as ‘‘very serious.”* 
The index of employment, which 
| was 94 for December, dropped to 92 
| last month, she said, describing this 
decrease as greater than usual from 
December to January. Last month’s 
|employment figures, she declared 
| were probably the lowest recorded 
|} for January in the fifteen years that 
these records have been kept in the 
| State. 
| The index of employment is ob- 
tained by taking the average for the 
thirty-six months from Jan. 1, 1925, 
to Dec. 31, 1927, as 100 per cent. 
| Commissioner Perkins stressed. that 
| the figures just issued represent a 
|} true index, as they are from more 
| than 1,500 manufacturing concerns 
which have furnished them for the 
past fifteen years and were originally 
chosen because they are typical con- 
cerns. 


Backs Appeals for Jobs. 


“The moral of all this,” she said, 
‘is that the Philadelphia ministers, 
an account of whose appeal for jobs 
for the unemployed was published in 


today’s New YorK Times, are dead 
; right. Any householder or any one 
else who plans to have any repair 
work done or any changes made in 
his buildings or grounds during this 
year ought to do it now and help fur- 
nish employment at this time.”’ 

The decline that began in Novem- 
ber and continued in December went 
on in January, she said. Eight of 
|the eleven main industrial groups 
showed net decreases in employment 
from December to January. More 
than half of the fifty-five separate 
industries reduced forces more than 
1 per cent, while several registered 
cuts exceeding 10 per cent. 

More than 100,000 employes have 
| been laid off by the factories of the 
| State since the middle of October, 
|she said, and while a decrease in 
employment is usual from October 
to January the decline this year has 
been much greater than usual. In 
October, she fidded, the factories of 
|New York State had been employ- 
ing more workers than at any time 
| since the end of 1926. 

In January some steel and auto- 
mobile plants showed recovery from 
December and many brass, copper 
and aluminum plants took on work- 
ers, but in general the other metals 
|reported declines. A _ severe cut 
marked the cooking, heating and 
| ventilating apparatus firms. A gen- 
eral downward trend characterized 
instruments and appliances, sheet 
metal, hardware, firearms, tools and 
cutlery. 


Seasonal Activify Helped. 
Seasonal activity caused employ- 
ment in men’s clothing, women’s 
apparel and millinery to advance, 


the report shows, and a number of 
| shoe firms replaced forces, but the 
other clothing, leather and textile 
groups made reductions. Especially 
|large cuts occurred in many knit 
goods factories. Most of the food 
industries continued to lay off work- 
ers, though some concerns in flour, 
feed and cereals, sugar and other 
groceries, and meat and dairy prod- 
ucts increased their forces.

Present interest rates fixed by the 
Clearing House are 2 per cent on de- 
posits of banks,trust companies and 
private bankers; 2% per cent on de- 
posits of mutual savings banks and 
2% per cent on all other deposits.

Tubercular patients should get first 
consideration in the matter of addi- 
tional facilities, cancer patients sec- 
ond consideration and next the aged 
sick, he said.

Declare La Follette Measure 
Would Prove Burden to 
Ship Lines. 


SEE NO RELIEF IN IT 


Committee Opposes Any New Laws 
That Would Put This Country 
at a Disadvantage. 


The Merchants’ Association of 
New York is fighting the enactment 
by Congress of Senator La Follette’s 
bill to amend the marine laws of the 
United States affecting American 
seamen, the association announced 
yesterday. The legislation, after 
study, was considered by the asso- 
ciation to place a “heavy burden” 
upon the operators of American 
shipping, while at the same time 
failing to produce the relief and ben- 
efits to seamen which the advocates 
of the bill would desire. 

According to the association, the 
legislation amends present laws by 
providing, — other things, that 
no shipment or discharge of seamen 
shall take place on the vessel unless 
the vessel is connected with shore 
by a gangplank; that it shall*be un-

a seaman any person ineligible to 
become a citizen of the United 
States. The bill would also provide 
|that a seaman entitled to discharge 
because of the failure of the master 
to comply with working provisions, 
{should not only receive full earned 
wages, as now provided, but in addi- 
tion be entitled to one month’s extra 
wages and the cost of traveling by 
railroad or vessel back to the port 
of shipment.
